districts 
using paper ballots, there will be at 
least three and possibly four sepa­ 
rate ballots at the election on No­ 
vember 7, the election bureau of the 
departm ent of state calls attention 
to the fact that each ballot must be 
accounted 
for 
and 
as 
carefully 
checked as the one 
th a t 
contains 
the names of the candidates. 
No voter 
shall be 
perm itted to 
leave any of the ballots in the vot­ 
ing booth or to carry them away. 
Each of the ballots used 
shall 
be 
numbered consecutively in the up­ 
per right hand corner 
and 
such 
number 
detached 
before 
being 
placed In the ballot box. 
The three ballots in each district 
where paper ballots are used are 
the regular ballot w ith th e names 
of the candidates for office, the 
ballot for the election of delegates 
to pass on the proposel to repeal 
of the eighteenth am endm ent, and 
the ballot referendum the question 
of permitting the playing of base­ 
ball and football on Sunday. 
The county com m issioners have 
authority to print th e twelve pro­ 
posals to amend th e state constitu­ 
tion on a separate ballot, but as 
only a brief sum m ary showing the 
specific change, instead of the en­ 
tire text of each am endm ent is to 
be printed on the ballot, such sep­ 
arate ballot may not be necessary. 
Where voting m achines are used, 
every thing coming up a t the elec­ 
tion will appear on th e machines, 
except the election of the delegates 
to the 
constitutional 
convention. 
Their election will be by separate 
paper ballot in every district in this 
state.

A num ber of complaints are be­ 
ing made to the bureau of animal 
industry, Pennsylvania departm ent 
of agriculture, about the careless­ 
ness of dog owners who apparently 
exercise little, if any, control of 
their dogs while they have them 
out for training purposes. 
In many sections it is stated that 
the owners make no effort to lo­ 
cate their dogs when they depart 
from the fields or woods, depending 
upon the dogs finding their way 
home themselves. 
Much of this oc­ 
curs at night and the dogs are fre­ 
quently a t large unaccompanied for 
a day and a night or longer. 
Report Increase 
Records of the bureau show that 
damages to livestock and poultry by 
dogs show a decided increase with 
the opening of the dog training sea­ 
son. 
Bureau officials point out 
that 
the state is interested in the dog 
just as much as in the protection 
to livestock and poultry, and there­ 
fore appeals to all owners to protect 
their dogs as well as themselves 
by locating their dogs and taking 
them home when they leave the 
fields 
or 
woods 
after 
training. 
Otherwise, not only can the owner 
be prosecuted for perm itting his 
dog to be at large unaccompanied 
as well as for violation of the game 
code, but there is a possibility of 
the dog being killed, without li­ 
ability, by an officer or by a live­ 
stock or poultry owner who may 
find the dog in his field or in­ 
closure where livestock or poultry 
are confined. 
Furtherm ore, such careless dog 
owners are believed, in m any in­ 
stances, to be the cause of “No 
Trespass” notices being posted.
